A DAY IN THE LIFE OF SUPPORT WORKER HERMINE. 

What was the inspiration to re-apply to work for DACWA as a Support Worker? 

The reason I left DACWA was to live close to my family over East. Alas, no-one would employ me there, despite my Cert 
III and some years of experience. Then I made the decision to return to secure employment in Perth. Thanks to 
Government assistance I was able to make my way back, and I am happy to work with DACWA again. 

What are your responsibilities as SUPPORT WORKER? 

As a Support Worker it is my duty to assist clients as much as possible (within DACWA’s guidelines). That can be from 
mopping the floor to talk through a ‘situation’ a client feels unable to understand, to just having coffee together for a 
relaxing time. The end effect of all my support is to enable a client to live an independent life in their own home, for as 
long as possible. 

Please describe to us a good day as SUPPORT WORKER? 

When I am greeted with a smile and I leave their home with a smile on their faces - that is a good day. To me, that means 
my help was appreciated. 

What about bad days? 

Some days need an even more thoughtful way to interact with a client, but I never really as such had a bad day. 

How can you see the changes within the organisation? 

Over the years there seem to be more opportunities for support workers to expand their knowledge, like workshops, 
meetings. And anytime any of us need help of any kind someone from the office is always there for us. 

Are you still satisfied with your work? 

For many years before I even had a chance to do a course in this field I wanted to help people. Finally, when the 
opportunity was there - well, the rest is history. I don’t think I ever will not like this kind of work. 

Would you like to see any changes? 

The dedication of our support workers should be kept to DACWA’s high standards. 

Your work is very much a one-one relationship, how do you prevent yourself from getting too involved with the client?

EMMEN 



Flag and Coat of Arms 


Emmen is a municipality and a town in the north-eastern part of the 
Netherlands, in the province of Drenthe. 

The municipality of Emmen has some 108,600 inhabitants, with 56,000 living 
in the town Emmen. Compared to some 3,000 inhabitants in the nineteenth 
century, this illustrates the rapid growth of Emmen in the past 150 years. 


HISTORY 

The County of Drenthe, (Landschap Drenthe), was the name given to the present Dutch province of Drenthe between 
1528 and 1795. 

In the early middle ages, a County of Drenthe existed between 1024 and 1046. But after that period, Drenthe was 
always part of the Bishopric of Utrecht and more particularly of the Oversticht, the eastern part of the Bishopric. 


When the Bishopric of Utrecht was abolished in 1528 and became an integral part of the Habsburg 
dominions, Charles V, Holy Roman Emperor, divided the Bishopric and made Drenthe a separate county, ruled by a 
Habsburg Stadtholder. Because Drenthe was only sparsely populated, it had the same Stadtholder as the Lordship of 
Groningen. 

Drenthe supported from the start the Dutch Revolt, but again wasn't treated like the other Counties. It had no voting 
rights in the Union of Utrecht and wasn't considered as one of the Seven Provinces. 

Only in 1815, it became a full province in the United Kingdom of the Netherlands. 


HONDSRUG RIDGE 

Emmen is part of the Hondsrug ridge. It was a centre of the peat colonies ( veenkolonien ) established in the 19th 
century to convert the surrounding peat fields to agricultural use. As peat digging declined after 1920, Emmen 
suffered considerable unemployment. It has grown rapidly into the foremost urban and industrial centre of Drenthe 
since textile (silk, rayon, synthetics), metallurgical, chemical, pharmaceutical and timber industries were established 
there after World War II. Emmen has a zoo and a museum, and in the vicinity are several hunebedden (“huns’ 
graves”; prehistoric funereal monuments built with large boulders that were probably deposited during the Ice Age). 
Immediately south of Emmen, near Schoonebeek, are oil and gas fields. 

HUNEBEDDEN 

A megalithic tomb (in the Netherlands called 'hunebed') is a 'room' made 
of large boulders in which the dead were buried. The Dutch megalithic 
tombs were built between 3,400 - 3,200 BC by the people of the funnel 
beaker (TRB) culture. They remained in use after this period at least until 
2,900 BC. Almost all remaining megalithic tombs are situated in 
Drenthe. We only have the stone rooms left now. Originally they were 
completely covered up with soil so that only the covering stones were 
bare. In some cases a circle of stones was built around the tomb. The 
name 'hunebed' dates back to the 17th century. The people back then 
associated the prehistoric constructions with 'gruesome Barbarian and 
cruel Giants, Huynen, Ogres.', which must have heaped the stones on top 
of each other and were probably buried underneath. 

JEWISH INFLUENCE 

Jewish traders settled in the peat-cutting setdement of Emmen in about 1840. At first, they were included in the 

Jewish community of the nearby town Coevorden but their numbers grew 
so quickly that in 1876 they were recognized as an independent 
community in their own right. 

A synagogue was consecrated on the Julianastraat in Emmen in 1878 and 
was enlarged several times over the decades that followed. From 1885 
until 1915 the community buried its dead in a cemetery located on the 
Oranjekanaal in the direction of Westeres. In 1915, the community 
opened a new cemetery directly behind the synagogue. The Emmen 
community maintained a religious school, a study fellowship for men and 
a women's society for the care of the interior of the synagogue. A local 
Jewish theatre group was active during the 1920's.

JEWISH INFLUENCE - Continued 

During the Second World War, the same anti-Jewish measures were applied in Emmen as elsewhere in the 
Netherlands. 

The majority of the local Jews were deported in 1942 and were subsequently murdered in Nazi death camps. Only a 
few dozen managed to survive the war while in hiding. The synagogue was used by the Germans as a warehouse for 
possessions seized from local Jews and came through the war undamaged. 

After the war, a small Jewish community established itself again in Emmen. The synagogue was sold to the 
municipality for a token sum in 1974 and was restored in 1975 and again in 1994. The building is still used 
occasionally for religious services by the Jewish community of the province of Drenthe. Two plaques mounted inside 
the synagogue contain the names of local Jews murdered during the war. A monument to their memory was unveiled 
near the synagogue on the Julianastraat in 2000. 

On the Jewish Day of Atonement of that year the synagogue was severely damaged by a bomb attack. The damage 
was repaired and the synagogue re-consecrated later in 2000. 


EMMEN ZOO 

The ‘Dierenpark Emmen’ (Emmen Zoo) has been set out 
according to the continents of the earth. Every ‘continent’ in 
the zoo, from Asia to Europe, represents the plants and 
animal species of that area. The main goal of the zoo is to 
educate young and old about the coherence between flora 
and fauna. 

The zoo is home to all sorts of animals, ranging from 
butterflies to elephants. Visitors are told all about the 
importance of nature and sustainability. 

Built in 1935 and completely renewed in 1970, “Dierenpark 
Emmen” is considered to be one of the finest zoos in Europe 
and has won various prizes. Animals live in carefully 
reconstructed natural habitats according to vegetation. 
Playful Ring-tailed Lemurs climate and elevation. Because of lack of space, a new 

second site was opened in 1998 just outside the town of 
Emmen. The two parts of the zoo are well connected with each other and one ticket is sufficient for both parts. 
CONSERVATION and BREEDING 

The zoo has had great success breeding Asian Elephants, with 26 births since 1992 and four births in 2010 and 2011 
alone. In 2011 there were 13 elephants at the zoo, others having been transported to other zoos. The elephant 
accommodations comprise a large moated island for females and calves, and a separate smaller island for the bull, 
with indoor housing being underground . 

FUTURE PLANNING APPROVED 

The city council of Emmen has approved the construction of a completely new zoo, expected to draw 1.3 million 
visitors annually. The new zoo will be completed in 2015 and is part of a plan for revitalizing the city centre of 
Emmen. Visitors will be able to walk from the new City plaza to the new zoo, which will initially be about 10 
hectares (25 acres) with an additional 22 hectares (54 acres) for expansion, and will include about 40,000 square 
metres (430,000 sq ft) of interior space, including a theatre. 
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This column will give the reader the opportunity to learn more 
about the history of the Club and how, with dedication, loyalty 
and leadership, Neerlandia grew to what it is now. Please find 
following the story of John Otis (Ottes) as part 2 in the series 
“Past Presidents”. 

My background and my involvement with the Dutch 
Society Neerlandia. 

J I arrived in Australia in November 
1957 by ship, it was ’’The Johan van 
k Oldenbameveld.” 

I came by myself, my grand-parents 
and my uncle and aunt were already 
here. They came in 1951 and 1954. 

I Within days I was working for a 
butcher on Wanneroo Road, quite an 
experience after working in The 
Hague for the Firma De Haas, a well 
-known supplier to the Queen (Hofleverancier). 

After working in several small factories as well as several 
years in Merredin, I came back to Perth as my mother arrived 
by ship in November 1961 and as I recall, it was one of hottest 
summers in Perth. 

I got a job in a butcher shop on Scarborough Beach Road with 
a large company, Jason's Packaged Meats, they had some 36 
shops. It was a very happy place to work and I got to know a 
lot of Dutchies and many had large families. 

After a couple of years I moved to North Beach to manage one 
of their shops, then to Willagee and I then finished up in 
William Street, Perth. 

That’s where it all started. After twelve months I approached 
my boss and asked him if he would sell the shop to me, but as 
the turnover had doubled, he was very hesitant. 

But after one week he came back and said: “You still want the 
shop”? Of course I did! So $5000.00 later I was the proud 
owner of my first shop. 

The sixties and seventies where great in William Street, it was 
a litde Europe. 

I took over another butcher’s shop in William Street and used it 
as a boning room and retail oudet. 

I got out of that in 1973. My dream was a shop in the city 
block, so in 1976 I bought the last retail butcher shop in 
Barrack Street. 

I closed it for 6 weeks and completely renovated the premises, 
it was a dream, it was the best shop in town for its time, Dutch 
style. Unfortunately people stopped shopping and buying meat 
in the city, so after two years I sold it to the family Kong and 
they turned it into Chinese groceiy shop. 

In the meantime, William Street was doing well, but we were 
running out of space. 

I heard about the Dutch Butcher’s being for sale, after the 
death of Mr Joop van den Klashorst in May 1980, a well- 
known person in the Dutch community. So I purchased the 
family business from Mrs Ida van den Klashorst, which was 
known as “the Dutch Butcher.” 

The fact that the property consisted of a small building and 
ample land, suited my plans to extend my manufacturing 
business. I built a factoiy with new cool rooms and large 
freezer and purchased some new equipment, upgraded the shop 
and at that point in time I sold my shop in William Street. 


So I became known as the Dutch Butcher and I started 
advertising in the Neerlandia Magazine. 

From one thing came another. We organized a “Feest 
Avond” (Dinner Dance) in Neerlandia and we donated a 
smorgasboard for some 180 people, it was a great success. 

The committee was very impressed as they needed the money 
badly. The rest is history and for some twenty years I 
organized hundreds of functions, with the help of some good 
people and hard workers like Mick and Tea Blocks, Kees and 
Ans van Alphen, Ann Greve, Robin Hoogeveen, Mariette 
Hausworth, Bill de Niet, Tea de Koning and her best friend 
Tilly Stulcbauer, Bert Creemers, Gita Buis and many, many 
others.

Originally they were the basic colours used on the 
day of storming the Bastille, together with the royal 
white. The Marquis de Lafayette is thought to have 
invented the Red-White and Blue cockade, which 
soon became compulsory for the revolutionaries in 
1789. With Napoleon's defeat at Waterloo in 1815, 
this flag went out of use, but was brought back again 
on the 30th of July 1830 on the balcony of the City 
Hall of Paris when the old Marquis de Lafayette gave 
the Citizen King Louis-Philippe, Duke of Orleans, 
both a kiss and his beloved 'Tricolor Flag'. On the 1st 
August of the same year the Duke ordered that France 
took back 'Its National Colours'. 

The Tricolour of the Netherlands is the oldest 
tricolour in Orange, White and Blue, first appearing 
in 1572 as the 'Prinsevlag'. However this flag was not 
the country's first. When at the end of the 15th 
century many of the 17 Lower Lands Provinces were 
united under the Burgundian Crown, their flag was 
flown, consisting of a white field with a cross of red 
laurel branches in the form of an X. After their revolt 
against King Philip II of Spain, the Prinsevlag was 
flown. This flag was carried by the Watergeuzen (Sea 
-beggars) when they occupied Den Briel on the 1st of 
April 1572 during the absence of the Spanish troops 
which were temporarily in Rotterdam. 

During the economic supremacy of the Republic in 
the 16th and 17th 
century, the 
Orange, White and 
Blue flag, proudly 
flown from the 
masts of their 
many ships plying 
the world's oceans, 
became world- 
known as the 
symbol of the 
powerful Dutch 
Republic with 
Amsterdam as its 
center. It was the 
known flag of the 
Republic of the 
Seven Provinces and officially recognized as such on 
the conclusion of the Union of Utrecht on the 
23rdJanuary 1579. 

The end of the Orange-White and Blue flag came 
when the French army invaded the Republic in 
December 1794 under command of General Pichegru. 
A parade took place in Amsterdam on the 19th 
January 1795, the day that Stadtholder Willem V had 
escaped to England, the same day that the Republic of 
the Seven Provinces was named the 'Bataafsche 
Republic'. A payment of one million guilders was 


demanded by France for recognition (the only country 
that ever recognized the new Republic). Already before 
all this there were divisions in the Dutch community, 
those of the 'Prins Gezinden' and those of the 'Patriots' 
who favoured the Red-White-Blue flag and who 
directed their political views towards revolutionary 
France. A brother of Napoleon, Louis Napoleon 
Bonaparte, was appointed King of Holland and so our 
'Koninkrijk Holland' emerged from the Bataafsche 
Republiek on the 5th of June 1806, lasting till the 9th 
of July 1810, with our Red-White-Blue as national 
flag. The final blow came when Napoleon, being 
dissatisfied with his brother's love for the Dutch 
people, placed the Koninkrijk Holland directly under 
French rule as a vassal state. 

Continuous warfare caused a very unsettled situation 
for the Dutch, but when the military situation for 
Napoleon became untenable after his defeat in the 

battle near Leipzig 
(16-18 October 
1813), the Dutch 
were not slow 
celebrating their 
freedom, hanging 
out the Red White- 
Blue flag 
decorated with an 
Orange banner 
flying on top, 
showing their 
loyalty towards 
their traditional rulers of the House of Orange. 

As from the start, the Republic's flag had three colours, 
but not always three horizontal bands. In the early 
stages there were three, sometimes six or even nine 
bands, but only after the end of the 16thy century a 
degree of uniformity appeared. After 1630 the orange 
band was gradually replaced with a red one, as seen on 
the old naval paintings. The probable reason being that 
orange and the early light blue are faint colours and 
more difficult to recognize than red and dark blue, 
especially at sea. In the years before WW II, Anton 
Mussert, leader of the N.S.B.(Nationaal- Socialistische 
Beweging) claimed that the Orange-White-Blue flag 
was the real Dutch flag, but research showed that the 
true colours had never been established by law. An so 
minister Hendrikus Colijn with a consenting 
parliament, asked Queen Wilhelmina to ratify and sign 
the 'Koninklijk Besluit' on 19th February 1937, reading 
'De kleuren van de vlag van het Koninkrijk der 
Nederlanden zijn rood, wit en blauw'. Hereby I have 
given my readers another glimpse of the glorious 
history of our beloved country of birth, more reason to 
be very proud of our heritage.
